‘upon Frfday night, when the report of the 
committee, consisting of Councilmen Wig- 
isins, Hodges, Kratz, Meysenburg and 
Hoffman, was unanimously adopted. 

The first step in the proceedings will be 
the serving of charges upon Mr. Meier by 
the council. Judge Chester H. Krum will 
be the supply commissioner's attorney, and 
City Counselor Schnurmacher will represent 
the city. 

The only way in which President Meler 
can avoid the necessity of sitting in judg- 
men upon his son will be to summon the 
vice-president of the council, William M. 
Horton, to the chair in his stead. Presi- 


dent Meier has given no intimation yet of 
his intention. 

The charter provides that whenever a 
city official is removed by the council as 
the result of a trial on specific charges,

GAMMA, Mo., Dec. 8.—It is regarded as 
an interesting coincidence that during 4 
revival meeting, conducted at the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church here by Rev.

Champ 
Clark, now Congressman, was Collins's 
counsel. He secured a new trial for the 
prisoner. 

In the meantime Mr. Clark was elected 
prosecuting attorney. Another lawyer was 
appointed to prosecute Collins, and Clark 
conducted the defense for the third time. 
His speech in defense of the prisoner, at 
the final trial, is still considered one of the 
finest efforts before a jury in the history of 
North Missouri. Clark sought to show that 
Collins killed Uttersack because the latter 
had slandered Mrs. Collins. But the fact 
that the prisoner had deliberately gone 
gunning for his victim and shot him with 
a rifle, without warning, could not be over- 
ome, and Collins was convicted the second

While under sentence of death Collins 
was transferred to the Lincoln Coutny 
jail at Troy, as the Bowling Green fail 
was undergoing repairs. One day the sher- 
iff of Pike County was amazed to see Wes 
Collins, in the shadow of the gallows, 
walk into Pike County jail and surrender 
himself. 

“I just broke out of jail down there at 
Troy,’ he said, “because they didn’t feed 
me as well as you did.

THE HAGUE, Dec. 8.—It is semi-officially 
stated that no serious trouble will result 
over the temporary withdrawal of the 
Dutch mimister to Portugal or the Portu- 
gese minister to the Netherlands.

Lisbon, and Portugal followed suit.

MR. GROUT EXCITEDLY SHOVED

At the Striking Point in His Speech He

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The friends of 
the cow won out in the House when the 
Grout oleomargarine bill was pased by a 
vote of 198 to 92. 

It means the practical extinction of the 
oleomaragarine industry, in which there 
are $100,000,000 invested. 

The bill provides that oleo colored in {mi- 
tation of butter shall be taxed ten cents 
per pound. On uncolored oleo the revenue 


tax is reduced from two cents to a quarter 


of a cent a pound... 

The floor of the House resembled the 
butter stall of a large market when the bil) 
was taken up. There were tubs, firkins, 
roHs and pounds of butter on nearly every 
member's desk. 

Representative Grout had a dress suit 
case filled with oleomargarine. It was his 
intention to use his oleo as a sort of a 


peroration, but he forgot his suit case, and 


when the climax was reached he had to 
send to the cloak room. During the delay 
members laughed at him. It was finally 
brought out. 

Frantically waving a pound package of 
oleo Mr. Grout in his earnestness and en- 


thusiasm squeezed the package, and oleo 


began to ooze out at the edges of the paper. 
The room was hot and oleo was smeared 
right and left. 

Vhile Mr. Grout had samples of butter 
and oleo it remained for Representative 
Lorimer to bring on the properties and 
Stage accessories. He had a messenger 
loaded down with a tub of butter and sev- 
eral boxes and bags, all containing oleo or 
butter. 

During the early part of his speech Mr. 
Lorimer idly toyed with a wooden lacie, 
such as is used in butter stores for serving 
that article. After he spread out his ex- 
hibits and was standing behind them, he 
began a defense of the oleo industry. 

- “What's the price of eggs?’’ yelled some- 
body on the Democratic side. 

Not to be interrupted, Mr. Lorimer under- 
took to give a practical ,demonstration of 
the frauds in the sale of oleo. 

“If you are going to prevent the coloring 
of oleo,”’ shouted Mr. Lorimer, ‘‘I want to 
f° on record as being opposed to any color- 
ng matter being used in it, but’’ 

Here he attempted to emphasize his 
statement by pounding on his desk. He 
struck the tub of butter instead, his hand 
sinking into the firkin up to the wrist. 
laughter and

More maiden speeches were made on the 
oleomargarine bill than upon and recent 
measure.

Famous Insurance Case, Which Has 
Been in the Courts Twenty-one 
Years, Comes Up Again. 


The case of Mary Hillman of Leaven- 
worth, Kan.,against the Connecticut Mutual 


alleged to be due in policies on the life of 
her husband, John J. Hillman, was sub- 
mitted to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals for final decision Saturday morn- 
ing. 

For 21 years this legal battle has prog- 
ressed and in resisting the suits the de- 
fendant corporation is said to have ex- 
pended not less than $100,000. The contro- 


versy has attracted fternational atten- 
tion.

The record of the case is the most vol- 
uminous ever filed before a federal tribu- 
nal, containing upwards of,3,000,000 words. 

Hillman was a farmer living near 
Leavenworth, Kan., and insured to the 
extent of about $25,000. In the fall of 1879, 
it was reported that he had been accident- 
ally shot, at his home. He died from the 
result of the injuries a few days later. 

The body was buried and soon afterward 
Mrs. Hillman sought to recover on the in- 
surance policies, 

The insurance companies refused to be- 
lieve that Hillman had died and before pay- 
ing the policies demanded that the body pe 
exhymed to banish all doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the dead person. 

The examination resulted in the absolute 
refusal of the insurance company to pay the 
policies, contending firmly that the body 
was not that of Hillman. 

Further investigation was conducted and 
finally, despairing of recovery, Mrs. Hill- 
man instituted the suit in the federal dis- 
trict court. The case has been reverse and 
remanded a score of times, but there is now 
a judgment of $2000 against the Connect- 
cut corporation. 

Twice the Supreme Court of the United 
States has been appealed to and in each in- 
stance the lower court was instructed to re- 
try the case. 

It is believed the present proceedings will 
terminate the case for all time. At least 
the-learned judges of Uncle Sam’s courts 
hope so.

ALTON DAIRYMEN IN A TRUST. 


Their Union Refused Membership in 
Trades /ssembly. 

The Alton Trades and Labor Assembly 
has refused to admit the Dairymen’s Pro- 
tective Union to membership, the charge 
being made that the dairymen are not or- 
ganized- for the public good, but with a 


purpose to keep the price of milk up toa 
point that works a hardship on consumers. 

Before the dairymen got together and or- 
ganized a union milk was sold in Alton for 
15 cents a quart. The union elevated the 
price to 64% cents a quart. The members 
of the Trades and Labor Assembly objected 
to the increase in the price of milk, and 
when the dairymen sent delegates to the 
assembly they were refused recognition. 

The dairymen’s union was given a char- 
ter by the accredited district deputy of 
the American Federation of Labor and the 
question has arisen whether the Alton as- 
sembly had the right to refuse to recognize 
the delegates of a union. The question will 
be referred to President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


BONDED WAREHOUSES PRIVATE. 


Treasury Decision Which Pleases St. 
Louis Merchants. 
Washington has responded to the com- 
munication of the Surveyor of the Port of 
St. Louis asking authority to lease a build- 
ing in which to house excess merchandise 
entered at the appraiser’s store, third and 
Olive streets. The assistant secretary of 
the treasury, in the answer, states that 
where merchandise arrives at this port in 
excess of storage facilities, no other en- 


tries than those marked for “consumption” 
should be allowed. If such entry is not 
made within the time prescribed by the 
regulations, the merchandise is to be stored 
at the expense orf the consignee and that 
the establishment of bonded warehouses is 
a matter of private enterprise. 

The local mercRants express themselves 
pleased with this ruling.

The case of the Walton Orphan’s Home, whose inmates were 
gaved from eviction and suffering by the Post-Dispatch and 
charitable persons through the publication of the prayers of 
the children, has raised a discussion as to the propriety of 
attempting to maintain private institutions of this kind 
wholly dependent upon individual charity.

THE FACULTY MAY RELENT

Ralph Eilers, who was dismissed from 
Washington University last Wednesday by 
the faculty of that institution because of 
alleged mismanagement of the 
team and for disobeying the orders of the 
chancellor, may be reinstated. 

Mr. Eilers’ mother called on Chancellor 
Chaplin Friday morning to try to have the 
ban removed from her son. Mr. Chaplin 
told her to see the other members of the 
faculty and obtain their consent. This 
Mrs. Ellers is preparing to do. 


Fillers’ friends. think that as the punish- 


ment inflicted seems to have been out of 
ee tee to the offense, her efforts will 
i 


kely be successful. Ellers was in his senior 


vear and would have received a diploma in 
June. This fact is expected to weigh with 
the authorities at the university when the 
case is reconsidered. . 

Mr. Eilers is much incensed over the fac- 
ulty’s treatment of him. To the Post-Dits- 
patch Saturday morning he said: 

“The faculty felt that they must make 
an example of someone and they selected 
me. I was notified to submit 
my action in allowing Schulte 1t0 play. 
Schulte was mentioned, especially, because 
the chancellor stated that he had told me 
that this player positively must not be used 
in the game on Thanksgiving day. 

“In my reply I said 
lection of having received any special or- 
ders with respect to Schulte and added that 
he (Schulte) had told me on the day of 
the game, while at my house, that he had 
no intention of playing. 

*T said further, that what happened on 


the field during the game was not known to | 
me; that, as manager, my place was at the | 


box office, where, in fact, I was; that I 
could not, in any case, be held responsible 
for any player in thé game at any time, as 
the selection of men is in the province of 
the captains and coaches, not of the busi- 
ness manager-—a position which is borne out 
by an article in the rules of the Athletic 
Association.”’ 

Mr. Eilers did not understand why the 
sole responsibility should have been placed 
upon him, for an act which did not come 
within ‘the scope of his duties. He stated 
that he had made it a point to attend 
strictly to finance and the arranging of 
the schedule. To this he had devoted much 
time and energy. He had started with $70 
in the treasury and closed the season with 
several hundred. On one occasion, in the 
Missouri game, his father's name had guar- 
anteed the payment of the amount’ de- 
manded by the visiting team. It seemed 
unjust to him, after attending strictly to 
his business,. to be held accountable for the 
misdemeanor of others. 

“I am seeking reinstatement,’’ concluded 
Mr. Eilers, ‘‘not with any idea of com- 
potas my course, but to clear my name of 
he disgrace of dismissal. I will not return 
to college in any case, though I could ob- 
tain a degree in June by so doing.”
